Consumers and Farmers Benefit 
In Absence of Price Supports 


Quoting the Jeffersonian principle 
that the “best government is the least 
government,” N. C. A. Secretary Carlos 
Campbell asserts that federal price 
support programs on food have bene- 
fited neither the consumer nor the 
farmer. 

Mr. Campbell, in addressing the an- 
nual meeting of the Virginia Canners 
Association today, March 1, contrasts 
the benefits to growers and price sav- 
ings to consumers of canned fruits 
and vegetables which are not sup- 
ported by the government with the 
opposite results obtained from federal 
supports of butter, whole milk, pota- 
toes, and fresh fruits and vegetables.

Mexican Farm Labor Program 


The House on February 26 passed 
and returned to the Senate, with 
amendments, S. 1851, which would 
continue a program for the authoriza- 
tion of Mexican nationals in agricul- 
tural employment. 

Prior to its passage the bill was 
amended to enable any law enforce- 
ment officer to arrest aliens illegally 
in the United States and to require 
that searches be made only after ob- 
taining a warrant under oath. 


Amendments Clarify Method of Determining Changes 
In Raw Materials Costs under CPR 55 and CPR 56 


Amendment 8 to CPR 55 and Amendment 7 to CPR 56 clarify 
the method to be used by processors of canned fruits and vegetables 
in determining changes in raw materials costs since 1948 in cases 
where processors have not bought raw materials on the same 
graded basis in each year pertinent to the regulations. 


Both amendments were issued by 
OPS February 26, to be effective 
March 3. Copies of the amendments 
were mailed by N.C.A. to members 
who can fruits and/or vegetables. 

The amendments change Section 
2(c) of both CPR 55 and CPR 56 by 
providing that the raw material ad- 
justments may be figured on a graded 
basis only if a canner purchased on the 
same graded basis in each of the years 
1948, 1950 and 1951 for vegetables and 
both 1948 and 1951 for fruits. If a can- 
ner did not buy raw materials on the 
same graded basis in the appropriate 
years, he is required to calculate in- 
crease or decrease in raw material 
costs by using the weighted average 
price paid in each year regardless of 
grade. 


Section 4 of both regulations is 
amended by reversing the sequence of

NPA Plans M-25 —ſẽ— 
Giving Relief on Quota Items 


The National Production Authority 
on February 25 told the Can Manu- 
facturers Industry Advisory Commit- 
tee that it is planning to allot 68,000 
tons of secondary tin mill plate to 
can manufacturers for the second 
quarter of 1952. 


The proposed action would be taken, 
NPA explained, by amending NPA’s 
can order, M-25. The amendment 
would remove present restrictions on 
the use of tin mill secondary plate 
consisting of tin mill accumulations, 
waste-waste, unmended menders, and 
unassorted tempers. 


Removal of the restrictions would 
allow users of cans or parts of cans 
made from these materials to use such 
cans or parts of cans over and above 
their packing quotas as presently 
established under M-25. 


The proposed second quarter allot- 
ment would consist of 28,000 tons con- 
sisting of waste-waste, unmended 
menders and unassorted tempers, and 
40,000 tons of mill accumulation plate. 


NPA also announced that it is con- 
sidering the possibility of making an 
allotment of 35,000 tons of these ma- 
terials available during the first quar- 
ter.

(Concluded from page 113) 


“Canned fruits and vegetables have 
not been touched by the magic wand 
of government price support and their 
retail prices have increased a little over 
60 percent in the last 15 years, while 
during the same period, fresh fruits 
and vegetables, most of which have 
been under price support programs, 
have increased 130 percent,” he said. 
Mr. Campbell pointed out that farm- 
ers who grow products for the fresh 
market would be expected to receive 
more in the form of benefit from the 
higher retail level of price-supported 
fresh fruits and vegetables than farm- 
ers who grow fruits and vegetables 
for canning, but that records of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture in- 
dicate that the net farm value of 
fruits and vegetables for fresh mar- 
kets has doubled in 15 years, whereas 
for crops grown for canning the net 
farm value has gone up 216 times. 
USDA records also show, Mr. Camp- 
bell stated, that the farmer gets 43 
percent more out of each retail dollar 
spent for canned fruits and vegetables, 
whereas out of each dollar spent for 
fresh fruits and vegetables the farmer 
is getting only 11 percent more. 


“Not only has the farmer benefited 
more from non-price supported canned 
fruits and vegetables, but the con- 
sumer has recognized the greater bene- 
fits to her, as evidenced by the fact 
that per capita consumption of canned 
vegetables during 1951 was 140 per- 
cent of the prewar average, 133 per- 
cent for fruits, and for juices was 
about four times that of 15 years ago. 
The Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates, on the other hand, that per 


capita consumption of all fresh fruits 
will in 1952 be 20 percent under the 
prewar average, and for fresh vege- 
tables only 7 percent above. Consum- 
ers are now buying and eating an 
average of 363 pounds of fresh fruits 
and vegetables per year as against 
average prewar consumption of 374 
pounds,” he said. 


“Why this decline in per capita con- 
sumption of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables during the same period that per 
capita consumption of canned fruits 
and vegetables was increasing at a 
greater rate than for any correspond- 
ing period in history? It could be a 
reflection of the fact that during this 
same period the prices of non-sup- 
ported canned fruits and vegetables 
at the local grocery store increased 
only about half as much as did prices 
of fresh fruits and vegetables, both 
measured against prewar prices. 
From the consumer point of view this 
does not present a picture that is very 
favorable to price support programs.” 


In the case of butter, the speaker 
stated that “after 18 years of parental 
government protection consumers are 
paying a price that is more than 2% 
times the average price they paid pre- 
war, whereas for margarine—not gov- 
ernment-supported—the price increase 
has been only about % that of butter. 
The Department of Agriculture re- 
ports per capita consumption of but- 
ter at only 54 percent of prewar, 
whereas margarine consumers are 
buying 2% times as much.” 


Consumers today are paying double 
the prewar price per quart for whole 
milk, Mr. Campbell reported. The 
support program for this item has 
resulted in obtaining for the dairy 
farmer 5 percent more of each retail 
dollar than he got prewar, but “that 
benefit is more than offset by the fact 
that consumers are buying less milk 
per capita.”

NPA Plans M-25 Amendment 
(Concluded from page 113) 


It was pointed out by NPA that sec- 
ondary tin mill products are accumu- 
lating in tin mills because present 
outlets are inadequate. By specifically 
allotting these materials to can manu- 
facturers, NPA explained, it will be 
possible to move the materials into 
useful channels, relieve storage prob- 
lems, and avoid loss by rusting. 


An industry spokesman told NPA 
that can inventories are better at pres- 
ent than they were a year ago because 
(1) military demand for ration cans 
has not materialized to the extent ex- 
pected, (2) Department of Agricul- 
ture crop program goals have not been 
fully realized, and (3) can quotas were 
not entirely taken by some customers, 


An industry spokesman said inven- 
tories were 250,000 tons better on 
January 1, 1952, than on January 1, 
1951. 


The spokesman added that the in- 
dustry, with present allotments of 
steel and tin, will be able to meet the 
anticipated 1952 demand for cans. 


NPA told the committee that tin 
mill products, including cold rolled 
and black plate, flat rolled sections 
and strip, are in plentiful supply and 
that there is an easing in the supply 
of sheet steel. 


NPA said it is still in a position to 
assure the industry its normal allot- 
ment of tin for the second quarter of 
1952, but that it will be a long time 
before it will be possible to obtain 
more tin for the tin plate or the can 
industry. 


NPA emphasized that whenever the 
government may reenter the world tin 
market it will still take considerable 


time before shipments from abroad 
can be put to use here. Furthermore, 
it would take four or five months be- 
fore purchases of foreign tin concen- 
trates could become available for tin 
plating use because of the time in- 
volved in purchasing, shipping and 
smelting. 


The committee recommended to 
NPA: 


(1) That NPA discuss the problem 
of disposing of the 68,000 tons of mill 
accumulations and waste-waste with 
a task group because the nature of 
the material makes it difficult to ar- 
range an equitable distribution. 


(2) That .25 tin plate presently in 
inventory be treated as .20 tin plate 
in those cases where customers have 
voluntarily reduced their specifications 
below the .25 plate permitted in M-25. 


(3) That quota restrictions of M-25 
be relaxed but that present can speci- 
fications be retained. 


A spokesman pointed out that the 
industry estimates that all needs for 
cans during 1952 could be satisfied 
under the restrictions of M-25 through 
the use of 3,802,000 tons of steel. If 
the quota restrictions of M-25 were 
relaxed for the last nine months of 
this year, the industry spokesman said, 
the total steel requirement for the 
year would amount to 4,133,000 tons

paragraphs (b) and (c) in order that 
canners may determine ceiling prices 
for items not sold during the base 
period by using a markup over direct 
costs of a comparable item before be- 
ing required to use the change of con- 
tainer size provisions of the original 
paragraph (b). Other procedural 
changes in Section 4 also are made. 
However, use of the revised Section 4 
is optional and canners are not re- 
quired to recalculate ceiling prices pre- 
viously determined under Section 4. 


The amendments make other tech- 
nical changes in CPR 55 and CPR 56: 

Section 7, dealing with authoriza- 
tion for individual pricing is amended 
to make the 20-day period after which 
a proposed price will be deemed au- 
thorized begin to run from the date 
the application or all additional in- 
formation is received by OPS by regis- 
tered mail, return receipt requested, 
rather than 20 days from the date of 
mailing. 

The reporting provisions of Section 
19 are modified in order to require a 
canner who is pricing under Section 6 
to file with his reporting form a state- 
ment showing why he cannot price 
under Section 2, 3, or 4. It is also 
made clear that ceiling prices de- 
termined under any supplementary
